Aga in, there is the line of p seudo ex­ 
perim enta tion, based up on the oft r e ­ 
p eated assertion th a t harm ony of sound 
can set up such motion 
as to p roduce 
large m echa nica l effects, such 
as the 
rotation of m achines, or act w ith ex­ 
plosive power in guns. A ll such devices 
m a y properly be considered as perpetual 
motion machines, for in such cases the 
power m a nifested is much greater than 
tha t required for its initia tion, and it 
must follow tha t the ma chine, after 
supplying itself w ith such initia tory 
excib ment, w ill have much surplus en­ 
ergy left over for useful purposes, if the 
fa cts are us stated. In fact, such surplus 
energy has been looked for by the pro­ 
moters, but has not yet so far revea led 
itself as to render fea sible the construc­ 
tion of m a chines of pra ctica l use and 
commercial value. 
The means to carry on exhibitions of 
such reputed inventions are obtained 
from w idely scattered sources. 
Gener­ 
a lly those who ha ve furnished the ca pi­ 
ta l are not interested in the exposure of 
the frauds or do not rea lize tha t a dva n­ 
tage is lieing taken of their credulity, 
w hile those who are not pecunia rily in­ 
terested are afforded 110 opportunity to 
prove the correctness of their a ssum p­ 
tion as to the fra udulent nature of the 
displa y. The floa ting of such schemes is 
much too easy, as the ordinary tendency 
of the hum a n m ind is to freely believe 
tha t remarkable results m a y lie obtained 
from modern scientific methods. 
This 
fa ith leads many to venture at least 
sm a ll investm ents, in the hope tha t 
large returns w ill he rea lized, and I fear 
this tendency w ill continue to exist as 
long as fa ith w ithout reason is dom i­ 
nant, in m any m inds.— Professor Cole­ 
man « Sellers in Cassiev's M agazine.

Almost ¡ill were sm oking 
cigarettes, an am usem ent which they 
shared w ith a good m any of the bank 
clerks. 
When we had got, through

crowd, m y frien t and host p resented his 
check at a guiehet. The m an behind the 
gun-hot gav e luin a m etal disk stam p ed 
w ith a num ber. 
A rm ed w ith this, my 
friend m ade his way to another guiehet, 
behind which stop d not a clerk, but an 
ordinary p orter w earing the liv ery of 
the bank. 
This p orter had his hands 
full of sim ilar m etal disks. 
A fter a 
weary w aitin g he called out the num ber 
— say. 302 — 
011 m v friend's disk. 
Then my friend adv anced, identifying 
his cheek by another num ber obtained 
at the first guiehet, and then received 
his money, not in the currency or form 
w hich he wished for. but in such shap e 
as the p orter had ¡it hand to disp ense 
from the authorities above him. 
Then, 
some of the notes being only locally ne­ 
gotiable, my friend had to go to a third 
guiehet to see if they could he changed 
into negotiable notes. On occasions this

1 slant balance. And this is how th^ daily
